Fter  the  Revolution  of  feme  Moneths 
part,  wherein  the  world  may  have  ta¬ 
ken  notice  of  feveral  invedive  and 
provoking  Language  3  vented  by  the 
Author  to  the  difefteem  and  contempt 
of  Apothecaries  in  general  3  with  intention  to  in* 
vade  the  profeffion3  and  to  deftroythe  very  being 
of  a  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London ,  which 
hath  for  many  years  been  conftituted,  and  appro¬ 
ved  of :  by  whofe  good  Laws  and  induftry  the 
whole  Series  of  Pharmacy  fince  their  conftitution 
hath  been  improved  to  as  high  and  laudable  a  pitch? 
as  in  any  forreign  Nation  or  Republick  whatfo- 
ever.  It  feems  now  notwithftanding  that  the  Apo¬ 
thecaries  not  having  much  concerned  themfelves 
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as  to  their  publiek  Vindication  from  thofe  many 
and  fcandalous  afperfions  in  all  this  time,  but 
(like  a  Company  of  ftout  valiant  men,  that  I  may 
ufe  Titll/s  Ironical  Language  in  his  Or  at.  inCatilin. 
Nor  autem  viri  fortes  fatisfacere  Reip.videmir, ft  -- ) 
have  fathfied  themfelves  to  acquiefce  in  modefl: 
filence  which  hath  made  the  Criminator  pro¬ 
ceed  full  to  in  full  over  them,  willing  to  make  the 
world  believe  that  their  filence  fpeaks  them  really 
guilty.  The  confident  ion  hereof  hath  prevail’d 
with  me  now  at  laft,  though  an  unfit  perfon,  and 
contrary  to  my  Genius, yet  being  a  real  well-wifher 
to  both  the  Societies  of  Phyfick  and  Pharmacy,  to 
endeavour  to  vindicate  the  caufe  of  the  Apotbeca* 
ries  ("though  not  at  all  commiflionated  by  them) 
and  to  evidence  to  the  World,  that  all  is  not  Go- 
fpel,  which  the  Criminator  hath  alledged  And 
though  poffibly  I  may  be  called  Ignorant-fellow, 
and  Illiterate-fool  for  my  pains,  (and  indeed  I 
pretend  not  higher)  nor  do  I  expe&lefs  from  the 
Criminator,  Nolo  altum  fapere  :  yet  Children  and 
Fools  often- times  fpeak  truth  (if  our  Englijh  pro¬ 
verb  be  true,  which  1  fhall  endeavour  to  make 
good.)  Therefore  that  I  may  according  to  that 
(mail  capacity  I  have  (hoot  that  Fools  bolt  of  mine 
in  feme  meafure  to  clear  the  Company  from  thofe 
afperfions  unjuftly  charged  upon  their  ^  I  fhall  ad¬ 
venture  upon  it,  not  willing  to  deliver  any  thing 
which  may  give  any  juft  offence  to  either  Society, 
but  rather  (if  it  be  not  too  much  preemption  in 
me  to  hope  to  bring  about )  to  create  a  right  un- 
derftaeding  betwixt  them,  but

Tis  true3 1  am  no  Philofopher,  nor  yet  pretender  to 
Learning  3  and  therefore  (  imp  at  congrejfus ,)  and 
more  cannot  be  expe&ed  from  me  at  beft3  than 
truth  and  plain  Englifh . 

In  Order  to  this  enfuing  Vindication  I  do  fieri, 
oufly  and  really  declare. 

1.  Thar  it  is  not  in  my  thoughts  to  vindicate  any 
private  perfon,  member  of  the  Company  of 'Apo¬ 
thecaries,  in  any  unlawful  a£Hon3or  uncivil  deport¬ 
ment  towards  any  of  that  Honorable  Society  of  the 
Colledge  of  Phyficians. 

2.  Nor  (hall  I  go  about  to  countenance  any 
members  of  that  Corporation  to  take  upon  them 
the  practice  of  Phyfick,  but  to  advife  them  rather 
to  keep  within  their  lawful  bounds,  and  to  mind 
their  own  bufinefs,  and  employment,  which  they 
have  been,  or  at  leaft  fhould  have  been,  bred  up  to, 
and  verfed  in  5  guam  quifo  norit  artem 3  in  ea  fe 
exerceat 3  &  in  ea  verfetur .  Let  them  not  ad  be¬ 
yond  what  reafon  and  the  known  Laws  of  the 
Land  will  bear  them  out  in  3  Traffent  F  abril/a  Fa - 
bri  3  And  let  them  not  entrench  upon  the  Phyfi¬ 
cians  profefiion3  but  in  all  lawful  ways,  fo  Par  as 
becomes  them  3  be  fubfervient  to  them  in  all 
their  rational  commands  and  prefcripts. 

3.  Neither  (hall  I  plead  for  fuch  as  aredifihoneft 
or  negligent  in  their  own  profeffion.  I  doubt  not, 
but  that  the  Company  of  Apothecaries  will  be  vi¬ 
gilant  and  induftrious  to  find  out,  and  difcover  all 

fuch, 
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Tuch  perfons,  tit  arenas  luatit  debitas ,  to  punUh 
fuch  according  to  their  merits,  as  far  as  their  power 

will  extend.  .  '  ■  ,  '  , 

4.  Nor  (hall  I  prefume  in  the  lead:  ( huge  longe 

abjtt !  )  to  derogate  from,  or  leffen  th’  authority, 
or  preheminsnce of  that  Honorable  Society  of  the 
Colledge  of  Phyficians,  which  they  may  juftly  claim 
over  th’  Apothecaries, grounded  upon  the  foundati¬ 
on  ofLaw,  Equity  and  Reafon.  And  fo  muchlpre- 
fume  hath  ever  been  and  will  be  acknowledged  by 
the  Company,  who  arenas  unwilling  to  entrench  up¬ 
on,  or  infringe,  any  of  the  juft  Rights  and  Privi- 
ledges  of  that  Honorable  Society,  as  they  are  willing 
and  ready  and  obliged  to  preferve  their  own:  and 
are  ready  to  hearken  to  any  expedient  for  the  re¬ 
conciling  the  unhappy  differences  betwixt  the  two 
Societies  1  hope  it  win  not  lie  at  their  doors  f*asl 
hear  fouieof  the  chief  of  them  fay)  if  there  be  not  a 
happy  concurrence $  faxit  fteus !  - 

Having  therefore  now  declared,  what  I  inallde, 
dine  in  thefe  following  lines,  I  (hall  take  the  bold, 
nefs  to  make  it  my  bufinefs  as  well  to  ooe  the  Ho¬ 
nourable  Society  of  Phylicians  right,  as  to  vindicate 
the  Company  of  Apothecaries  and  the  honeft  mem¬ 
bers  thereof  from  thofe  Criminations  of  the  Worthy 
Dofior,  and  to  invalidate  his  Allegations  and  Ar¬ 
guments,  together  with  his  Only  Remedy.  And  this 
I  (hall  endeavour  to  do  by  offering  fome  Short  and 
fvlodeft  Animadverfions  upon  them,  or  at  leaft  upon 
fuch  of  them,  as  are  moft  material  for  the  world 
to  take  notice  of.  And  then  fu  b  Jn  dice  Lis  eft. Let  all 
Judicious  fober  perfons  judg  where  the  miftakehes.

There  came  forth  in  Print  fome  Months  llnee  a 
fevere  Treatife  Entituied  A  Jhort  View0&c.  as  iri 
the  Title  Page  —  Wherein  the  Author  hath  not 
only  been  fo  free  with  th’Apothecaries,  as  to  call 
them  Illiterate  fellows  Jiars^  dijhonejl^  pitiful  fel¬ 
lows  ,  pittiful  Ignorant  fouls  0  praters  and  what 
not :  but  alfo  hath  taken  upon  him  to  afperfe 
moil:  of  his  own  profeffion,  who  are  in  the  general, 
perfons  of  known  Integrity,  Learning,  Sobriety  and 
honour  5  fome  of  them  he  entitles,  unworthy  Phy - 
Jicians  ,  covetous  ,  wanting  parts  5  ntcejji- 
tous  perfons  $  as  appears  in  his  fourteenth 
page  of  his  firft  Edition,  Others  he  accufeth  of 
Lazinefs ,  Ignorance  ant  of  will  to  do  good  for  the 
jtck^:  pag.  68.  of  his  fecond  Edition.  Nor  is  it  the 
firft  time  that  the  Worthy  Doflor  hath  vented  his 
difpleafure  againft  fome  of  the  mo  ft  Eminent  Fel¬ 
lows  of  the  Colledge,  though  contrary  to  his  ex¬ 
pectation  and  intention,  nor  much  to  his  own  ad¬ 
vantage,  or  their  detriment.  But  why  worthy 
Doftor  fo  angry  at  your  Colleagues .?  Why  fo  cen-  * 
Idrious  upon  fuchof  them  as  do  not  comply  with  0 
your  defign  that  they  muft  be  admoniftfd?  Have 
they  need  of  fuch  a  Monitor.^  In  good  tim  q  Domine 
DoCtor,  Eone  Imprudently  ventum  eft)  a  little  more  • 
prudence  in  my  opinion  might  have  done  you  no 
hurt.  And  therefore  as  a  Learned  Doftor  in  Phyfick  . 
and  a  Colleague  hath  candidly,  yet  modeftjy  ex- 
preffed  himfelf  lately  to  the  like.  purpofe„ 

I  would  not  have  you  thinks,  faith  he,  I  am  now 
juftifying  every  member  of  our  Society  in  every 
thing .  We  are  not  {$whaps)  all  prudent  and  good 
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matur'd mv.  I  conceive  that  to  be  the  fence,and  per¬ 
haps  more  of  that  Colleague,  as  alfo  l  doubt  not 
but  that  he  fpeaks  the  fence  of  the  reft  of  the  Ho¬ 
nourable  Society  in  the  fame  particular,  to  whom 
the  Criminator  is  fufficiently  known  with  his  de¬ 
portment. 

Butthefe  things  are  but  preliminary.  I  (hall  now 
according  to  promife  make  fome  Modeft  Animad- 
verfions  in  order  as  i  find  them,  that  require  an- 
fwering. 

Firft,in  his  frontifpice,  or  title  page,  I  take  no¬ 
tice  of  thefe  enfuing  words,  A  port  view  of  the 
Frauds  and  Abufes  of  the  Apothecaries  See*  and  Oi 
the  Only  Remedy  thereof  by  phyjtcians  mxkjngtheir 
own  Medicines .  I  fear  Worthy  Doftor  that  the  En- 
glifh  proverb  may  here  be  verified,  that  The  Remedy 
will  prove  worfe  than  the  difeafe^  smd  I  hope  I  (hall 
make  it  appear.  Next  in  the  fame  title  page  in  the 
clofe  of  it,  the  Worthy  Doffor  quotes  an  ancient 
Diftich  in  Medicajlros,  againft  Mountebanks, 

Fingunt  fe  Medicos  omnes ,  idiot  a  prophanusy 
NutriXy  et  Tonfor ,  |&l)atttt&COpaCU&  Anus. 

Which  Diftich  he  hath  perverted,  and  Metamor¬ 
phos’d  the  perfons,  fhuffling  in  Nutrix  and  Pharma - 
cop&us  into  the  pentameter  in  ftead  of  jf nd&HSy  and 
htftrioy  which  two  former  are  not  found  in  th’Ori- 
ginal.  Confult  Label  in  his  Proocmium  to  his  Animad- 
verfions  upon  Rondeletius  his  Gfficina  Pharmaceuti- 
$a  Dedicated  to  theColledge  of  the  Phyficians  of 

London 
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tondtn,  and  Printed  Anne  1605.  The  Original 
there  quoted,  is,  &

But  that*s  not  all,  for  he  hath  caufed  Thar  mac* - 
f«ut  to  be  Printed  Typii  diftin&ii  in  another  Cha- 


rafter,  in  a  Capital  Letter,  as  if  he  had  a  defign 
digtto  monjirare,  to  point  him  out  for  his  Capital 
enemy,  and  the  reft  to  ftand  by  pro  forma  tan  tuns, 
Fiat  veniamCorvis ,  vex  at  cenfura  Columbas,  which 
in  plain  Englijh  is  comprehended  in  this  Difticb, 

Crows,  and  Rooky  havejtleypeto'fty. 

But  the  poor  Pigeons  they  mufi  die. 

Durus  eft  hiefermo  !  A  hard  cenfure  from  the 
quondam  Cenfor  !  but  what  remedy  ?  ft  at  u  turn  eft  5 
net  at  &  deft  gnat  oca  Its  ad  cadem  unnmquemqs  ne- 
ftrum,  may  the  poor  Potecary  fay,  as  that  Eloquent 
Cicero  in  his  Or  at.  in  Catilm.

I  (hall  not  undertake  or  prefume  to  put  any  efti- 
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mate  upon  the  Worthy  Do&ors  proficiency  in  his 
thirty  years  practice,  neither  how  fuccefsful  or 
unfuccefsful  he  hath  been  in  all  this  time  (it is  a** 
bovemy  Sphere  to  determine$)but  fhall  rather  refer 
the  Reader  to  fomething  lately  publilhed  by  an  in¬ 
telligent  knowing  perfonof  the  fame  faculty,  who 
is  able  to  make  right  judgement  in  the  cafe,  and  it  is 
totidem  verbis  } 

If  we  wight  take  an  eftimate  of  his  parts  from  his 
writings^  *t  was  manifeft  he  might  better  employ  his 
time  in  ftudying  the  Method  of  Ehyftck^  than  i n  Com* 
poftng  of  Medicaments:  that  after  thirty  years  pra- 
efice  7  twos  evident  he  underftood  not  the  Rudiments 
of  that  Noble  Science  ,  nor  could  ft  ate  a  cafe 
therein .

In  the  next  page  he  proceeds  to  Apologize  for 
9  himfelfi  telling  you  what  a  public^  fpirited  man  he 
is,  and  that  he  h3th  no  other  defignbut  the  good  of 
Ids  Countrymen, and  to  do  Mankind  good  by  refto- 
ing  his  profeffion  to  it’s  ancient  and  deferved  honor. 

But  ffuid  verba  audio  cum  Jaffa  videam}  To  what 
purpofe  do  I  hear  woros  ,  againfl  actions  that  are 
point  blank  to  the  contrary  ?  ’Tis  in  plain  tearms  no 
more  than  Verba  dare,  which  is  in  plain  EngUJh  no 
lefs  than  to  deceive  and  delude. 

. — ■  Sed  famam  extendere  faff  is 
Hoc  virtutis  opmt 
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And  that  he  may  put  the  better  giofs  upon  the 
lharpnefs  of  his  writings, he  would  make  yon  believe 
he  does  but  fpeak  the  Common  language  of  all 
Phyficians, wherein  certainly  theColledge  ofPhyfi- 
cians  are  very  little  beholding  to  him,  and  certainly 
he  deferves  to  be  called  to  a  Redde  rationm • 

In  the  next  place  he  tells  you  of  a  book  that 
came  forth  from  an  Inquijitive  perfon  the  year  be¬ 
fore  upon  the  fame  Subjeft ,  which  becaufe  the 
Company  of  Apothecaries  have  not  given  anfvver 
to,  he  takes  it  pro  cencejfo^  that  their  filence  hath 
rendred  it  Authentick.  But  why,from  an  Inquijitive 
perfon  ?  Cum  vide!  velatam,  quid  inquirk  in  rent 
abfeonditam  ?  but  I  conceive  the  Worthy  Doctor 
put  him  upon  this  Inquifition  intending  to  make  ufe 
of  him  as  his  prodremm,  but  it  feems  he  came  (hurt, 
as  he  intimates,  and  was  not  Satyrift  enough  as  the 
Worthy  Doctor  conceiv’d,  and  therefore  himtelt 
will  undertake  to  make  it  up,  anci  to  ftrike  the  nail 
home  to  the  head.  So  that  I  (hall  wave  to  return  any 
anfwer  to  that, nor  did  the  Company  of  Apothecaries 
think  it  convenient  to  anfwer  it, unwilling  to  engage 
in  any  quarrel  of  that  nature  without  further 
provocations}  conceiving  that  any  fober  perfon 
might  eafily  difeover  the  fcope  and  drift  of  it.  And 
befides’tis  probable  that  the  Inquifitive  perfon  be¬ 
ing  but  a  young  Dodtor,  or  at  that  time  no  Dodtor 
but  a  Student  in  Phyfick, might  not  fpeak  fo  much  his 
own  fence  as  the  fenceoffome  fuch  Suborner,  who 
might  be  willing  to  make  ufe  of  him  to  break  the 
ice,  like  as  ’tisintheftoryof  the  Ape,  that  madeufe 
of  the  young  Catling  s  foot  to  pull  the  roafted  Cheft- 
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nu^out  of  the  fire,  not  willing  to  burn  his  own  Paw. 
Befidesthis  inquifitive  perfon  did  it  as  himfelf  ac¬ 
knowledges  cnrrenti  calamo  in  hafte  ,  and  though 
the  perfon  be  an  Ingenious  Learned  man,  yet  we 
know  the  old  proverb,  Cants  fejiinans  — —  I  wifhhc 
had  taken  the  advice  of  fome  more  confiderate,  fo- 
ber,  and  Judicious  perfon.  before  the  publiftiing  :  I 
believe  it  might  have  turn’d  to  a  better  ac¬ 
count. 

The  WorthyDoftorgoeson, hoping  to  prove  that 
thefe  abufes  complain’d  of,  as  he  faith,  by  all  forts 
of  perfon?,  arife  from  this  only  caufe  that  Phyfician& 
make  not  their  own  Medicines, Exitus  aftaprohat*  ~ 
ftill  he  proceeds. 

Butbeforetdefcend  to  particulars  I  (hall  firft  lay 
down  this  Propofition, their  own  confeffion,  and  in 
their  own  Language, viz,.  That  they  may  he  the 
veryefl  knaves  in  England.  Becaufe  they  may  put  in 
had  Ingredients ,  and  more  or  lefs ,  or  fubjlitute  one 
thing  for  another  y  and  all  this  without  being  de- 
teffed)  and  confequently  not  to  beputtijhed  —  <£uid 
inde ?  What  doth  the  Doftor  infer  from  hence? 
How  doth  this  advance  your  caufe?  Novimus  & 
qui  te  if  the  Do<dor  takes  the  Knave  Apotheca¬ 
ries  trade  upon  him  5  this  puts  in  bad  Ingredients^ 
and  the  Do&or  may  put  in  worfe  with  lefs  fufpicion 
of  being  dete&ed,  having  no  fupervifor,  he  may 
fay  as  Cato  once,  when  he  had  got  the  Sword  in  his 
own  hands,  and  no  body  with  him,  Sum  mei  Juris  5 
he  may  be  his  own  Carver.  Whereas  the  Knave  A - 
pothecary  hath  not  only  fervants  whofe  eyes  are 
dill  upon  him  ,  but  Cenfors  of  theColledge,  and 

Wardens 
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Wardens  of  the  Company  to  fearch  and  call  to  ac¬ 
count  5  fo  that  for  fear,  if  not  for  confcience,he 
may  prove  the  honefter  man.  Turpe  eji  DoUori  • - 

Hoc  fuppofsto,  that  the  Dodor  hath  more  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  be  as  bad,  or  worfe,than  the  Knave  Apothe¬ 
cary,  what  hinders  then  according  to  his  own  infer¬ 
ence  that  it  may  not  as  clearly  follow,  that  whatfo 
ever  deceit  covetous  wits  can  invent ,  may  at  leaft 
be  fufpeded  to  beufed  by  the  Good  Dodor  ?  If 
there  be  not  the  fame  reafon  for  the  one,  as  for  the 
other  let  the  world  judge.  And  by  the  fame  confe- 
quence  what  great  reafon  I  pray  will  there  be  for 
any  future  Allegations  of  the  Dodors  to  gain  belief? 

And  here  it  feems  he  hath  done  with  the  poflibility 
of  an  Apothecaries  being  the  veryeft  Knave -in  Eng - 
land,  and  I  alfo  have  given  my  thoughts  in  plain 
Englijh  of  the  probability  of  the  Dodors  outftrip- 
ping  the  Knave  Apothecary,  by  reafon  of  his  better 
opportunity,  and  lefs  fear  of  being  detected* 

Mo  ft  menrvonder  that  this  Cm  p  oration  beingbutofPag.S.r 
few  years  (landing,  Sic* 

Hoc  nihil  ad Khombtm !.  This  is  plain  enough  to  be 
a  piece  of  pure  Envy,  Invidus  alrerius  rebus 

Next  in  order  he  ranks  up  the  frauds  by  them 
committed,  as, 

1.  They  ufe  Medicines  quite  contrary  to  the  pre- 
fcription . 

2.  'They  falftfte  the  grand  Compofttions  of  the 

London  Difpenfatory ,  and  put  them  not  to  open 
vievp  - - • 

I  believe  there  may  be  fome  fuch  perfons,  that 
may  be  fo  dithondt  as  to  ufe  thefe  indired  ways, and' 

are. 
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are  fa  crafty  by  their  fubterfuges  as  to  evade  the 
fearches  both  of  the  Colledge  and  the  Company  of 
Apothecaries,  who  ate  Authorifed  to  that  end  , 
but  what  is  this  to  purpofe?  grant  it  to  be  fof 
fhall  the  whole  Profeffion  with  the  honeft  Profeff  ors 
thereof  buffer  therefore  ?  and  their  good  Name 
Trade  and  Livelyhood3fhall  they  be  taken  away  be¬ 
er  a  life  there  are  Knaves  of  the  fame  Profefiion?Nay 
I  conceive  rather  that  honeft  men  ought  to  be  the 
more  valued,  and  the  Corporation,  which  do  their 
endeavour  by  all  the  beft  means  they  canto  difeover 
any  fuch  frauds,  and  to  punifb  the  Authors,  ought 
to  be  never  the  lefs  efteemecL 

So  alfo  for  the  Sophifiication  of  Chymical  Oyls0 
which  he  feems  in  the  general  to  charge  upon  the 
Chymifts.  I  fhall  in  brief  let  him  know  that  there 
be  many  Apothecaries  deftil  them  themfelves  and 
make  all  their  Chymical  preparations,  which  are  in 
ufe.  And  the  Company  is  now  inter  adificandum 
^preparing  a  Laboratory  as  I  am  informed  ,  that 
'  fuch  as  have  not  conveniencies  at  home  to  prepare 
fuch  things,  may  have  them  faithfully  prepared 
there,  where  care  will  be  taken  of  the  honeft  and 
faithful  preparing  of  them. 

,  6.  Many  of  the  London  Apothecaries^kndmof  of  the 

Countrey  Apothecaries  buy  of  the  IVholef ale-men^ 
who  do  jome  of  them  confefs  they  cannot  fell  their 
Medicines  honejlly  made ,  at  jo  low  rates  as  they  do0 
which  imply  es  that  fuch  do  not  mafe  them  honejlly . 

This  is  fomething  Doftor  that  you  fay,  that  I  (hall 
not  oppofe  you  in.  But  what  doth  this  concern  fuch 
as  make  all  their  Compofitions  themfelves$  or  buy 

them 


them  at  leaft  of  fuch  Retail  Apothecaries  as  they 
know  to  make  them  faithfully,  and  truft  not  to  the 
Whole-faldhops  at  all?  and  fuch  I  conceive,  are 
moft  Apothecaries  who  have  any  considerable  em¬ 
ployment.  If  any  do  otherwife,  I  plead  not  for 
them;  though  I  doubt  not  but  there  may  be  fotnc 
Whole-fale  Apothecaries  honed  men,  and  fuch  as 
make  good  Medicines  faithfully,  Caveat  Emptorl 
Let  the  Countrey  Apothecary,  or  any  other  that  are 
enforced  to  make  ufe  of  them  endeavour  to  pick 
out  the  honefieft,  though  not  the  cheapeft  !  _ 

As  to  his  following  Criminations  the  feventh  ana  *  “S'  3* 
eighth  I  pafs,as  not  worth  the  Anfwering,and  to  the 
ninth,  I  (hall  Say  no  more,  but  %Jfum  teneatk  amici, 
who  can  forbear  laughing  at  the  Seedman  ano  the 
Worthy  Dodors  man  ?

1  o  this  I  reply,that  it  is  no  marvel  that  th’Apoihe- 
caries  are  fo  Criminated,  when  Phyficians  allowed 
of  by  theColledge  (hall  be  fo  calumniated  by  him; 
and  befides  to  rife  up  to  that  pitch  of  Envy,  as  to 
deny  them  fo  much  as  good  Language  from  th’Apo- 
thecary:  they muft not  (forfoothj  be  call’d  Good 
fhyjt ctans.  Now  thefe  Phyficians  whom  this  Gentle¬ 
man  fo  much  decryes  are  either  Fellows  of  the  Col¬ 
ledge, or  Candidates  5  however,fuch  as  are  approv’d 
or  by  the  Colledge:  otherwife  I  prefume  the  Qi- 
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initiator  would  not  have  conceal'd  it.  But  how- 
ever  they  are  Phyficians,  and  called  Good  Phyfici¬ 
ans,  and  yet  higher  by  fome,as  theDo&or  intimates 
and  ftomacks  at,  Good  Apothecaries  Phyficians.  Why 
Doftor  ?  You  may  poffibly  have  as  large  and  high 
Encomiums  conferred  on  you,  as  any  of  them  have. 
A  Phyfician,  nay  a  Good  Phyfician,  a  great  Philofo- 
pheror  a  great  pretender  to  it,  a  Learned  Phyfician,, 
Nay  fince  there  is  a  title  that  the  Do&or  feems  to 
bear  himfelfe  high  upon.  One  of  the  Fellows  of  the 
Colledge  of  Fhyjicians  London,  and  thereupon  may 
think  himfelte  undervalued  to  have  his  Juniors 
(which,  happily,  are  no  Fellows  of  the  ColledgeJ 
to  be  fo  courted  with  Good  language,  and  to  out- 
beard  him  that  hath  been  a  long  time  Fellow,  there¬ 
fore  it  is  not  denied,  that  he  may  not  be  baulked  of 
his  due  merit  3  nay  ’tis  evident  enough  and  without 
difpute  that  he  is  and  hath  been  a  longtime  a  Fel¬ 
low  of  the  Colledge,  and  poffibly  a  Good  Fellow

Handing  Colleagues  preferibing  familiarly  in  a  Cor¬ 
dial  julep  one  hundred  or  an  100  and  twenty  grains 
of  Pearl  for  fuch  Patients  as  are  able  to  pay  for  it* 

And  further  Learned  Zwelfer  (who  was  bred  an 
Apothecary  as  appears  in  his  Preface  to  his  Animad- 
verfions  upon  Anguflan,  whom  the  good  Do&oris, 
pleafed  to  mention  elfwhere  with  a  great  deal  of* 
honour  as  he  well  deferves  in  many  things  I  dare  not 
fay  in  every  things  in  his  /tnimadv.  in  Confeff. 
Jrowat.  Clajf.  I  J.  tells  us  totidem  verbis  s  vidi  non 
femel  integras  drachmas  lapidif  bezoar  &  perlarum 
orient  alium  pro  dojf  injigni  cum  emolument 0 
grot  ant  thus  p  err  ell  as  ejffe  • — —  1  have  feen  and  that 
mot  once ,  faith  he  ,  whole  dr  amazes  (which  is  fixty 
grains)  ofBezoar  ftone^and  Oriental  Pearls  for  a  dofe 
given  with  very  good  orjegnal  fuccefs>  And  therefore 
theCriminator  might  very  well  have  fpared  this  Ad¬ 
vance  and  falved  his  Credit ;  but  we  will  allow 
him  his  grains.  It  feems  by  this  that  he  is  feldom 
call’d  to  any  confutation  with  fuch  of  his  An¬ 
cient  ColleagueSjWho  underftand  the  MateriaMedica 
a  little  better. 

By  reafon  of  the  Dear  Bills  of  apothecaries  many 
are  deterred  from  going  to  the  Phyjtcian 3  and  run  to 
common  Mountebank 

The' Worthy  Dodor  is  ftill  clamouring  againft 
the  Dear  Bills  of  Apothecaries.  This  bait  bethinks 
will  take  beft  ,  becaufe  every  body  in  common 
prudence  would  be  as  faving  as  they  may.  And  I 

cannot 
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cannot  fay  but  that  9tis  commendable  fo  to  be  $  but 

Ineidet  in  Scylhm  qui - The  patient  that  goes 

from  the  Apothecary  to  this  good  Dofror  for  his 
Medicines  or  Phyfick,  thinking  to  fave  by  it,  will 
certainly,  as  we  fay,  leap  cut  of  the  frying  pan  into 
the  fire.  Neverthelefs  I  (hall  not  go  about  to  ex- 
cufe  any  Apothecary  ,  that  (hall  in  his  prices  fet 
higher  rates  ,  than  equity  and  confcience  will 
allow,  as  that  perfon  that  made  the  Patient  pay 
twenty  four  (hillings  for  twenty  four  ordinary  Pills, 
as  Doctor  C.  T.  intimates  (but  fuch  a  one  is  but 
e  willibus  unm $  I  have  no  plea  for  him,  or  any 
fuch.)  Onely  thus  far  1  (hall  plead  for  fuch  Apothe* 
caries ,  as  make  ufe  of  the  beft  Ingredients ,  and 
make  their  Compofitions  faithfully,  and  difpence 
Phyficians  Bills  confcientioufly ,  and  in  order  to 
perform  their  truft  are  willing  fo  be  at  any  charge 
though  extraordinary,  and  not  to  (land  fo  much 
upon  the  dearnefs ,  as  upon  the  gcodnefs  and 
foundnefs  of  the  Ingredients, though  poflibly  they 
may  coft  three  or  four  times  as  much  as  others 
more  frugal  and  lefs  confcientious  do  buy  for$  I 
fay  then  I  defire  to  be  fatisfied,  whether  fuch  an 
Apothecary  (and  fuch  to  my  knowledge  there  be) 
may  not  with  a  fafe  confcience  allow  himfelf  the 
liberty  of  a  competent  proportionable  gain,  and  the 
Patient,  all  things  confidered,  no  whit  injur’d  by  it. 
Eji  modus  in  rebus  --  Sit  modufecundum  &quntn  &  bo • 
num  !  for  to  buy  dear  and  (ell  cheap  is  not  the  way  to 
make  the  pot  boil,as  we  fay, But  there  is  a  fort  of  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  world,  hat  pretend  to  be  wife, but  under- 
ftand  not  to  d iftinguifh  bet wi xt  t hings Sethi ngs, being 
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©ut  of  their  cognizance,  and  element,  who,fo  they 
may  buy  cheap,  care  not  what  they  be  ferved  with, 
or  how  they  are  abufed  and  cheated,  penny  wife  — 
But  we  have  an  Englijl)  Proverb,^  Larks  is  worth  a 
Kite0  which  may  afloon  be  verified  in  th’Apothe- 
caries  Profeffion  as  in  any  $  both  to  the  Buyer  and 
Seller.  And  I  mull  tell  you  thus  much  in  plain 
tearms,  that  an  honefi:  Apothecary  that  fells  dear, 
many  times  gets  lefs  by  much  than  fome  others  that 
fell  cheap.  And  befides  a  Learned  Doftor  in  Phy- 
fick ^The  Aceomplijh'd  Phyjician ,  though  he  hath  not 
been  wanting  to  contribute  in  his  Lafh  to  the 
afperfing  oi  the  Company  as  well  as  of  Lex  talionk^ 
yet  hath  in  this  point  been  fo  candid  and  impartial, 
jc,  fho  P as  to  let  the  World  know,  that  the  honefi 
$ag  jfa.  Apothecary  ("for  he  grants  there  be  fome  fuch)  is 
not  onely  to  be  confidered,  and  pay’d  barely  for 
his  Medicines,  and  Materials  which  are  exhibited, 
but  alfo  to  have  fome  allowance  for  fuch  things  as 
he  provides  in  readinefs  in  his  Shop  for  Patients, 
though  they  be  not  made  ufe  of,  but  being  exo- 
lete  or  decay'd  is  forced  to  throw  them  out  of 
i  doors ,  or  into  the  fire:  As  alfo  to  have  fome  con- 
fideration  for  attendance  extraordinary,  which 
many  times  is  expefted  from  the  Patient,  and  that 
at  unfeafonable  hours,  partly  to  be  fatisfied  in 
fome  fcruples  of  Regimen^  or  poffibly  to  give  ac¬ 
count  to  the  Phyfician,  when  he  is  not  at  leifure  to 
vifit  the  Patient  himfelf. 

And  further.  They  that  have  occafion  to  make 
ufe  of  Lawyers,^  Counsellors,  &Sollicitors,about 
their  Eftates, think  it  not  prudence  tofiarve  their 
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eaufe  5  and  if  fo,  then  for  life  ,  and  health  (for 
non  eft  vivere ,  fed  valere  vita )  what  will  not  a 
man  give?  1  fpeak  this  as  to  the  concerns  of  the 
Patient  as  well  to  Phyficians,  as  Apothecaries,  that 
when  they  have  faithfully  performed  their  mnt 
and  duty  as  they  ought  to  do,  they  deferve  as  much 
encouragement  from  them  that  had  occafion  to 
make  ul'e  of  them,  as  any  members  in  a  Common¬ 
wealth  whatfoever.  Ana  t’will  be  no  imprudence 
for  the  Patients  (bona  ft  fua  norint ,  if  they  did 
but  really  weigh  their  own  intereft)  to  conlider 
it ,  and  not  to  think  to  be  too  great  husbands,  as 
we  fay,  to  either  of  them  in  their  gratifications. 

But  I  fpeak  this  onely  of  fuch  Patients  as  are  of 
ability  to  do  it.  As  for  the  poorer  and  meaner  lore 
fecundum  magis  ant  minus ,  I  doubt  not  ti  at  et 
ther  Phyfician  or  Apothecary, honeft,Confcientious, 
and  expert  in  their  feveral  Profeffions,do  or  w til 
want  bowels  to  extend  their  Charity,  or  will  be 
remifs  in  their  beftowing  their  pains  gratis ,  when 
there  is  occafion.  The  Worthy  Doftor  proceeds  -  Tag.  19* 
S.  Atlguffin  candidly  in  his  book,  ofConfeJJions  de¬ 
clares ,  that  through  covetoufneft  he  repeated  a  tour fe 
of  Thyftcf  without  confulting  the  Thyfcian ,  who 
had  before  cured  hint  of  the  Jame  difeafe  ,  to  hrs 
great  charge,  danger  of  life,  and  Offence  agatnft  Godf 

Whether  S.  Auguflin  be  quoted  as  this  Worthy 
Doffor  alledgeth  may  be  queftion’d  becaufe  all 
that  he  fays  is  not  look’d  upon  to  beGofpel ;  but 
arant  it  were }  What  ?  How  comes  this  change 
about.?  Is  Saul  alfo  among  the  Prophets  ?- 1  could; 

not  conceive  that  this  Doftor  had  any  time  or 
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lei  fare  to  confult  S.  Augujlin  becaufe  of  his  dou¬ 
ble  diligence  and  imployment  in  his  two  profelli- 
ons^  but  this  I  am  confident  of  ,  that  S.  Augujlin 
never  taught  him  any  fuch  Monopolizing  way,  as 
he  hath  entred  upon.  But  the  Grand  Criminates 
alledged  Scripture  we  know  to  whom 5  and  for 
this  the  Worthy  Doftor  may  have  his  Liberty  to 
quote  S.  Augujlin.  Neverthelefs, 1  cannot  fay,  that 
1  judge  it  reafonable,  that  an  Apothecary  fhould 
repeate  a  whole  courfeof  Phyfick,  prescribed  for¬ 
merly  by  a  Phyfieian,  without  his  knowledge  or 
direfiion  ,  if  the  Phyfieian  be  inter  vivos  ,  and 
may  be  had  ,  and  confulted,  though  fometimes 
poffibly  a  Patient  may  be  very  importunate  out  of 
frugality  to  fave  Fees,  and  their  importunity 
might  poffibly  prevail  with  the  Apothecary  againft 
a  mans  own  inclination.  But  there  may  be  many 
alterations  in  the  cafe.  And  therefore  what  ever 
difafter  fhould  happen  upon  it  (as  often  it  doth 
or  may)  th’  Apothecary  is  certainly  upon  the  fafer 
and  furer  ground  5  when  he  hath  a  Phyfician’s 
prefcript  for  his  Warrant  to  juftifiehis  aftings. 
And  this  I  fuppofe  all  honeft  and  prudent  Apothe¬ 
caries  muft  and  will  acknowledge.

the  dearnefsof  their  Bills,  and  making  the  World 
believe  that  their  Apothecary  fluff  cofts  them  little 
or  nothing,  and  fo  may  be  fold  for  a  Song}  all 
clear  gains !  Whereas  if  himfelf  come  to  the  or¬ 
dering  of  them,  he  will  take  care  according  to  his 
promifeto  avoid  th’  ufe  of  Chargeable  things  and 
in  ftead  of  them  to  ufe  cheaper :  he  (hall  not  need 
to  trouble  himfelf,  as  he  intimates, with  Bezoar, 

pearls, Sapphyrs, Emeralds,  Ambergriefe,Gold,&c, 
Ad  quid  perditio  hacl  thefe  will  not  turn  to  ac¬ 
count,  he  will  not  caft  Pearls  before  Swine.  Or  if 
he  (hould  chance  to  ufe  Pearls,  &c-  he  will  put 

in  one  grain,  or  two  at  moft  for  an  hundred,  as  was 

formerly 
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formerly  demonftrated  from  his  own  confefiion* 

But  fomemeo  have  their  grains  of  allowance,  and 
this  Good  Dodor  his  hundred  5  So  ’tis  an  hun¬ 
dred  to  one  hut  the  Dodor  is  miftaken  in  the 
right  and  proportional  dofe  of  thefe  dear  Ingre¬ 
dients,  and  may  poffibly  be  willing  enough  to  be  fo 
miftaken  Inert  gratia  for  the  Patients  gewds ,  and  to 
•  do  Mankind  good . 

But  his  charge  is,  that  he  commits  the  care  of 
difponcing  of  Medicines  to  his  f  ervants ,  whilji  he  is 
wifi  ting  abroad ,  or  at  his  recreations.  And  I  pray 
Good  Dodor  who  takes  care  of  difpencing  your 
Medicines  all  the  other  part  of  the  day  befides  that 
half  hour  that  you  allot  your  felf  for  that  buft- 
nefs>  Some  Novice  that  was  rn  ver  bred  up  to  it, 
whilft  you  are  vifiting,  or  taking  your  recreations, 
or  indulging  your  genius  \  and  then  how  far  the 
Patients  may  be  more  accommodated,  and  not  run 
more  hazard  to  the  danger  of  their  lives,may  eafily 
be  judged. 

And  now  the  Good  Dodor  is  come  to  the 
Advantages  that  will  come  to  the  Patient  by  phy - 
ficians  making  their  own  Medicines  ,  and  there¬ 
of  you  may  exped  great  matters.  Parinriunt 

montes . 

As  for  the  Patients,  they  may  hereby  fave  mo  ft  of  Pa2' 
the  great  charges  of  Apothecaries  Bills.  Nay  after¬ 
wards  in  the  fame  Narrative  he  tells  them ,  the 
whole  charge  of  tti  Apothecaries  Bills  will  be  fav  d^ 
for  he  will  take  nothing  for  his  Medicines  ,  he  will 
give  th ’  Apothecaries  fluff  gratis.*]  But  all  this  with 
a  Salvo  they  muft come  off  with  handfome  Sawcy

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lees  :  Gtherwife  I  pray  how  will  this  hold  water  > 
How  do  ye  think  that  this  Good  Doftor  muft  live 
in  that  hand  fo  me  equipage,  grand  porte  garb,  and 
attendance,  See.  which  he  tells  you  are  neceffary 
concomitants  to  his  Profefiion,  and  promifes  himfelf 
(doubtlefsjt  o  be  Matter  of?This  is  a  Paradox  indeed, 
and  will  need  an  Oedipus  to  unriddle,  and  ’tis 
patt  my  skill,  Davus  fum 3  non  Oedipus .  But  I  crave 
pardon,  I  fee  the  Good  Do<ttor  hath  his  Expedient 
for  it  at  hand,  as  he  is  pleas’d  to  communicate  it, 
pag.  37.  he  will  cure  the  Patient  by  Well  ordering 
onely, without  any  remedies  at  all ,  or  but  very  few, 
and  thofe  inconfiderable-  &  Pag.  He  may  avoyd 
all  pompous, ufelefs  ^chargeable  Medicines  of  the  pops , 
and fubjiitute  in  their  places  cheaper he  may  very 
well  lay  afide  the  precious  ft  ones, Sapphyrs, Emeralds, 
&c.  the  high  priced  Magi ftral s ,  as  he  calls  them 
(  he  means  1  fuppofe  Magitteries)  of  Coral  and  Pearly 
as  alfo  Unicorns  horn  and  Bezoar,  and  he  may  aljo 
f  pare  the  charges  of  Lea f -go Id  for  gilding  of  Pills $ 
Ele&uaries ,  &c.  Nay  further  to  make  good  his 
afiertion  of  the  Patients  advantage  in  faving  char¬ 
ges  by  giving  them  their  Medicines  gratis ,  and.  to 
make  it  out  how  he  can  afford  to  take  nothing  for 
Mag'3  7*  them,  he  proceeds,  he  pall  have  little  ufe  of  Con- 
ferves,  Syrups,  Lohochs ,  &c.  and  amongft  other 
expedients  to  frugalize  his  new  trade,  he pjall  not 
need  to  ufe  fo  large  C ompofi iions ,  conpjling  of  fuch 
confus'd  and  contrary  Ingredients  }  and  will  find 
good  reafon  to  lay  afide  thofe  unintelligible  and  un - 
reafonable  Compofitions  of  Mithridate,  Treacle,  and 
the  fo  much  magnified  Treacle  water. Now  then  I 

am. 
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2Di  reafonabiy  well  fatisfied  with  this  expedient  o i 
she  Good  Doftors,  which  convinces  me  that  ne 
may  afford  to  give  his  Apothecary  fluff  into  the 
bargain,  for  he  will  either  give  little, or  nothing, 
or  elfe  nothing  to  purpofe  }  he  will  feed  them  at 
moft,but  with  a  bit  and  a  knock  of  any  dear  reme¬ 
dies  (I  perceive  that  by  him,)  even  thofe  from 
whom  he  expefts  competent  Fees  5  Nay  he  makes 
no  bones  of  it,  even  to  rob  th’  ofpittle  as  we  fay. 
The  poor  man’s  Phyfick  Mithridate ,  and  Treacle  he 
would  fain  cry  down*  Where  then  is  this  Good 

Do&or’s  Charity  ?  . 

Now  as  to  his  fo  much  Vilipending  the  Grand 
Competitions  of  Mithridate  and  Treacle  -  »o 
much  magnified  and  cryed  up  by  moft  Learned  Phy- 
ficians  Antient  and  Modern,  l  have  a  word  to  mind 
the  Doftor  of,  before  thofe  belaid  afide.  Poffibly 
in  thofe  Compofittons  of  Mithridate  and  Treacle 
I  will  not  fay  but  that  fomething  might  be  amend¬ 
ed  and  correfted,and  poffibly  fome  more  analogous 
and  proper  fubffitutes  in  the  room  of  fuch  Ingre¬ 
dients,  as  were  neither  in  our  fathers  days,  nor  are 
yet  in  outs  to  be  had ,  and  tautologies  and  repe¬ 
titions  of  the  fame  Ingredients  in  one  Compofition 
reflified, as  Learned  Zwelfer  hath  well  obferv’d,and 
done  that  particular  to  our  hand  in  part.  I  (hall  not 
pretend  to  make  any  Apology  for  them,  neither  to 
Magnifie,  or  Vilifie  them, but  (hall  leave  that  to  the 
cenfure  of  the  Honourable  Society  of  the  Colledge 
of  Phy  licians  as  the  only  and  moft  proper  Judges  inn 
luchacafe.  And  whether  the  Competitions,  or  the 
Good  Doftor  be  more  unintelligible,  or  unreafon- 
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able,  let  fuch  intelligent  and  reafonable  perfons 
judge.  And  hefides  Good  Do&or,  under  favour, 
till  better  and  more  proper  and  intelligible  reme¬ 
dies  can  be  thought  on  3  and  direfted  in  lieu  of 
them,  I  conceive  it  may  not  be  fo  feafonable  to  de¬ 
cry  them.  Neither  may  I  pafs  over  thofe  two  fa¬ 
mous  Phyficians  of  Rome 3  Dumocrates  and  Andro- 
machus ,  to  whom  Fompey  the  Great  communicated 
the  Original  defcription  of  Mithridate  ,  after  his 
great  Vidory  over  Mithridates  himfelf  the  firfl: 
Inventor,  who  himfelf  was  a  Learned  man,  and 
able  to  exprefs  hhrh  11  in  two  and  twenty  feverai 
idioms 3  as  it  is  reported  of  him  5  thefe  Phyficians  I 
fay  did  put  fuch  an  efiimate  upon  this  Compofiti- 
on,  that  one  without  much  alteration,  the  other 
with  the  addition  of  Vipers  and  feme  other  fmall 
addition,  entitled  themfelves  to  it.  The  former 
preferving  the  honour  of  the  firfl  Inventor  named 
it  Mithridatium  Damocratw.The  other  altering  the 
name  becaufe  of  his  addition  of  Vipers,  which  the 
Creekj  call  £#<»/«.  calls  it  theriaca  Andromachi .  And 
befides  thefe  mo  ft  of  all  the  Renowned  Phyfici¬ 
ans  that  have  been  extant  ever  fince,  have  expref- 
fed  their  high  efteem  of  them,  as  Galen ,  Avtcen ^ 
Weckgr*,  %j>nod&us ,  Bauderon ,  &c.  Nay  B*rtholo~ 
m&ns  Mar  ant  a0  a  famous  Phyfician  of  Naples ,  who 
undertook  to  write  a  Commentary  upon  Trevcle , 
and  Mithr .  in  his  Procemium  Authoris ,  after  his  De¬ 
dicatory  Epiftie  to  Ferdinandus  Imperatus0  an  ex¬ 
pert,  and  moft  Ingenious  Apothecary  of  Naples,  tells 
us,  that  he  was  wont  to  compare  the  two  Antidotes 
of  Treacle  and  Mithridate  to  the  two  ftrong  Heroes 

or 
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or  Champions  Hercules  and  Thefeus,  Who,  faith  he, 
propounded  to  t hem f elves  ,  and  a&ed  nothing  elfe, 
tut  that  they  might  clear  the  world  from  many 
things  pernicious  to  mankind 5  and  what  elfe  do 
theje  two  famous  Antidotes  per  form,  but  that  man¬ 
kind  thereby  may  be  freed  from  the  bitings  of  veno¬ 
mous  Serpents ,  and  from  the  malice  and  tyranny  of 
drfeafes  ?  And  this  dedication  of  his  was  in  Anno 
1570.  One  hundred  years  fince,  which  doth  evi¬ 
dence  in  fome  degree,  that  th’  Apothecaries  pro- 
feffion  is  not  fo  Novel,as  the  Good  Doctor  would 
have  it.  But  to  coine  home  to  our  felves  concerning 
thefe  things  that  the  Good  Do&or  would  lay 
afide,they  having  been  fo  much  made  ufe  of,  and 
that  with  good  fuccefs  to  poor  people,  who  are 
neither  able  to  give  the  Doftor  a  Fee,  or  to  pay  th5 
Apothecary,  and  confidering  that  fo  much  good 
hath  been  done  with  them  by  Charitable  Ladies 
and  Gentlewomen  in  the  Countries  to  their  poor 
Neighbourhood ,  where  other  or  better  remedies 
are  not  to  be  had  ,  I  do  not  a  little  hefitate  at  the 
conceit  of  this  Good  Doctor.  Befides  all  this,  A  te- 
mrh  ajfuefcere  multum  eft  ,  It  will  not  bean  eafie 
matter  or  a  task  of  a  few  days  to  bring  the  Com¬ 
mon-people  off  from  their  good  opinion  of  fuch  re¬ 
medies  as  they  have  been  long  accufionfd  to,  and 
have  found  benefit  from.  But  this  I  confefs 
ultra  crepidam under  the  Kofe ,  and  above  my 
fphere,  or  the  fphere  of  the  Company  of  Apothe¬ 
caries  to  meddle  with  :  but  is  left  to  the  judgement 
of  the  Learned  Colledge  (  as  I  hinted  before^)  to 
determine,  who  are  belt  able^  and  have  power  to 

make 
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frialce  what  alterations  they  (hall  think  fit  either  m 
*nl®5  °r  in  any  other  Compofition,  contained  in 
their  Vharmacopoea^  or  Difpenfatory ,  for  the  publick 
good. 

2ut  Quid  moror}  the Doftor  goes  on,  and  ap¬ 
plying  himfelf  to  thofe  of  his  own  faculty,  pag .  39* 
Who  do  or  are  like  to  comply  with  him  ,  advifes 
them  to  conjidcr ,  and  they  will  find  what  a  vaft 
encouragement  they  have  to  improve  their  knowledge 
fo  far ,  that  they  Jhall  not  onely  be  able  to  leave  Man¬ 
kind  dejlitute  of  no  remedy  Nature  did  ever  pro - 
duce  ^high  Language!)  but  he  tells  you  over  and 
above,  pag,  44.  that  he  will  be  able  to  lay  open  a 
whole  Ocean  for  new  difeoveries.  Eloquere  uffibi- 
deam  VomineDoUor  !  (  Admiranda  canit. )  What? 
bo  lefs  than  a  whole  Ocean  for  new  difeoveries  f 
Certainly  the  Good  Doftor  hath  got  the  rhilofo- 
phers  stone ,  or  is  Matter  of  the  Vniverfal  Medicine, 
or  lome  other  great  Arcanum ,  and  then  what  is 
there  that  he  is  not  able  to  compafs  both  by  Sea 
and  Land  Nay  further,  if  that  will  not  be  fuffici- 
ent,  he  will  not  be  eircumfcribed  to  fublunaries, 
but  may  go  higher  yet.  Ipfe-vel  e  Coelo  potis  ejl 
deducere  Lunam ,  he  will  be  able  by  hisGhaoting 
even  to  bring  the  Moon  down  from  Heaven. 

When  Dijpenfatories  were  firjl  made  th'  Apothe¬ 
caries  were  really  fhyjtcians  Servants — — And  fo 
by  Confequence  the  Good  Doftor  Intitles  himfelf 
M after*  Yet  under  favour  of  this  great  Matter  in 
Philofophy,  A  Servant  is  not  always  oblig’d  Jurare 
in  Verba  Magijlri .  Some  circumttances  there  may 
be,  that  may  give  check  to  that  rules  Alii s  non 

bene 
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bene  impcraty  qui  Jibi  imperare  nefcit  ,  he  that  can¬ 
not  govern  himfelf,  and  his  own  paffions,  how  un¬ 
fit  is  it  for  fuch  a  man  to  claim  the  title  of  Mafter? 
or  to  expeft  that  becaufe  aurk  hfi  ,  Ipfe  dixit  > 
there  (hould  be  no  queftioning  of  Authentick  to 
quicquid  in  buccant -

I  believe  and  am  confident  that  the  Doftor  is 
much  miftakea  in  that  point  alfo  :  Honed  Men,  and 
Confcientious  Phyficians  look  more  principally  at 
the  curing  their  Patients ,  than  doubling  their  Ho* 
nour.  Honefty  is  the  trueji  Honour  $  maugre  allthac 
the  Good  Doftor  would  infer  to  the  contrary. 

44* 
difea/es  they  are  unwilling  fiould  be  known  by  A~ 
pothecaries  and  their  boyes^fk c\ 

I  (hall  r  ot  fay  inanfwer  to  this,  that  the  Doftor 
may  herein  be  ftiled  a  Mountebank  as  himfelf  ftiles 
th’  Apothecaries  :  but  if  he  do  but  Print  his  Bills, 
and  make  his  man  port  them  up  in  feveral  places  of 
note,  fignifying  his  name,  and  where  his  lodging  is, 
and  the  hours  of  the  day  when  he  may  be  fpoke 
with,  and  the  difeafes  that  he  cures  with  fuch  pri¬ 
vacy  as  Mounte-banks  ufe  to  do,  he  may  l  prefume 
have  as  much  praftice  as  the  beft  of  them  all. 

The  Doftor  goes  on  (fill  and  tells  you,  that  the 
great  interejl  that  Apothecaries  have  in  families 
will  deciy  for  their  petty  ojfcioufnefes  ( which  ?hy -

Nurfes0  and  the  Ajfiftants^  d^o.l  Now  the  Good 

E  Doftor 
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ISb&or  hath  alter'd  the  feene.  What  /'  Is  the 
Doftor  wheel’d  about  to  collogue  Nurfes  that  in 
hisFrontifpice  hath  (huffled  i nNutrix  and  ‘Tharma- 
copccus  into  his  Diftich  amongft  the  tribe  of  Mounts* 
bankj^  which  are  not  found  in  th*  Original  as  I  hin¬ 
ted  before  in  my  Animadverfion  upon  it  ?  But 
any  tooth  (good  Barber/)  Rather  than  he  will 
not  unrooff  th’  Apothecary,  he  will  fet  up  the 
Nurfes  Cock  a  hoop,  and  chufe  them  for  his  mates,, 
but  this  is  not  fo  prudently  done  5  ji  non  Cafie^faU 
tern  Cautefi ood  Do&or.  But  there  is  a  fort  of  perfons 
that  need  to  have  good  Memories  $  I  perceive  the 
Doftcr  had  forgot  his  Title  Page.  Neverthelefs,  as 
for  the  great  Interejl  that  Apothecaries  have  in  fa¬ 
milies  for  their  petty  Ofjicioufnejjes  (as  the  good 
Doctor  calls  it)  which  Fhyficians  have  put  them 
upon ,  his  hopes  are  ,  that  that  will  decay 
by  this  his  new  Projeft  (though  his  Expedient  be 
but  weak,and  fuch  as  rellifhes  more  of  paffion,and 
felf  intereft.)  Yet  thus  much  I  muff  ingeniouOy  ac¬ 
knowledge,  that  Apothecaries  may  in  the  main  be 
better  employed  at  home  in  their  own  (hops  in 
looking  after  the  preparations  of  Medicines  for  the 
Patients,  and  do  them  as  good  if  not  better  fervice 
in  their  (hops,  than  at  their  Lodgings,by  vifiting,and 
might  thereby  fave  a  confiderable  charge  in  keep¬ 
ing  fewer  Servants.  But  fome  are  partly  enforced  to 
it  to  preferve  their  acquaintance,  which  otherwife 
might  poffibly  be  taken  from  them  by  the  Phyfician,,. 
if  they  fhould  not  fometimes  appear  5  and  befides 
fome  Patients  will  think  themfelves  flighted,  and 
Beglefted  y  if  they  fhould  wholly  abfent  them- 

“  -'v-  felves. 
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felves.  And  therefore,  if  the  good  Doftor  can  find 
out  a  Medium  by  any  honeft  Expedient,  or  by  ra¬ 
king  more  care  of  the  Patient  himfelf  to  excufe  th* 
Apothecary  this  trouble,  he  may  do  a  good  piece 
cf  fervice  both  to  Patient  and  Apothecary.

Library  habit ,  more  freeway  of  livingin  a  fuitable 
houfe^attendanceygreater  taxesy  &c.Info?nuch  that  he 
fpends  more  before  4se  comes  to  pra&ife  than  will  fet 
up  (perhaps  )  a  dozen  Apothecaries  in  a  way  of 
Livelyhood ,  andy  befid esy  great  Jummes  before  he  can 
put  himfelf  in  a  fitting  Equipage .]

that  by  all  hisChanting  he  (hall  be  able  to  deceive 
fober  difcreet  perfons  ,  will  therefore  Vlterius- 
progredi ,  he  will  call  in  for  more  help,  he  will 
omnem  movere  lapidem ,  leaVe  no  ftone  unturn’d, 
that  may  make  for  the  ruining  of  th’  Apothecaries  .In  ■ 
order  to  which  now  he  calls  in  for  further  affiftance 
Chymijtsftrong  watermen ,  Drougijts ,  and  tells  them 
a  tale  of  "a  Tub,  thinking  thereby  to  make  his  own  ■ 
tale  good,  and  to  bring  an  Odium  upon  the  Com¬ 
pany,  but  let  his  own  turn  be  ferv'd,and  then  hee’l 
tell  them  another  tale  alfo.  And  then  if  he  can  Poly¬

However  I  am  not  of  the  opinion  that  a 
Phyfician  is  ,  or  can  be,  oblig’d  to  make  ufeof  any 
fuch  Apothecary,  as  he  finds  juft  exceptions  againft, 
and  can  make  it  appear  by  falfifying  his  prefcript,or 
other  manifeft  negle£f,but  rather  conceive  that  the 
Phyficians  liberty  may  poffibly  reduce  fuch  an  A- 
pothecary  to  his  duty  and  make  him  honeft.

I  am  fare  they  are  not  fo  reputed  in 
Forreign  parts,nor  have  been  fo  chara&er’d  abroad  5 
they  are  numbred  there  amongft  the  Chief  Magi¬ 
strates  and  Citizens,  as  Bartholomtus  Maranta,  that 
Learn’d  and  Famous  Phyfician  of  Naples,  in  his  Dedi¬ 
cation  of  his  Commentary  of  Fheri aca  and  Mit  hridute 
to  Ferdinandus  Imperatns  then  Apothecary  of  the 
fame  place  (which  I  hinted  before)  witneffeth.

Jhould  not  ufurp  any  Authority  lOrMajeftickCommands  Ptf£*88, 
over  tti  Apothecary ,ot her  than  of  prefcribing^dirett- 
ing  and  informing  what  is  necejfary  for  the  good  of 
the  Patient  A^d  confequently  to  efteem  them  as  free 
Tradefmen.  Indeed  fome  fuch  healing  Language  as 
this  might  happily  conduce  to  fome  right  under- 
ftanding,  but  to  Rant  and  Chant,  as  this  Gooa  Do¬ 
rtor  hath  done,  and  for  ought  I  can  gather  will  do 
in  infinitum ,  what  may  we  expert ,  or  what  may 
we  not  expert  rather.^  For  we  (till  fee  new  Hydra's 
heads  pullulating  from  the  fame  ftock :  therefore  we 
defire  to  know,  in  what  olympiad^  or  in  what  year 
of  our  Lord  we  may  hope  for  an  end  of  the  Good

health.  Of  which  Jort  are  Juch  as  are  daily ,  openly, 
and  before  all  mens  eyes  prepar'd  by  th'  Apothecaries  : 
and  are  either  for  prefent  cccafion,  or  for  jome  lon¬ 
ger  time  kept  in  their  {hops.  For  of  thefe  as  the  ne- 
eejjity  of  the  exigent  occafion  requires ,  the  ehyfician 
one  while  makes  choice  of  thefe  Remedies ,  another 
■while  of  thefe,  and  how  much,  and  how  prepar'd  may 
be  convenient  for  the  driving  away  of  tais  or  that 
difeaje ,  he  preferibes.  Non  vero  parar,  neqy  prasbet. 
But  he  prepares  them  not ,  nor  adminifiers  them  to 
the  Patient,  but  the  trufiy  end  honeft  Apothecary, 
who  is  therefore  call'd  the  t'hyficians  Hand.  He 
proceeds  on.  For  fo  (fait’  he)  it  is  fafer  for  a 
man  to  commit  his  health  and  life  to  two  than  to 
one  Jingle  perfon,  Who  whilefl  he  alone  preferibes, 
prepares,  and  adminifiers  the  Medicines ,  as  he  hath 
the  power  of  life  and  death  in  his  own  hands ,  fo  he 
often  kills  ,  and  yet  is  unpuniffd.  Which  thing 
feting  it  is  fo  impious,  or  Wicked,  the  Apothecary 
■  mu  ft  of  necejfity  be  injiituted  or  appointed ,  who  may 
after  the  accnfiomed  manner  prepare  Medicines,  and 
keep  them  for  future  ufes  ,  as  well  its  for  prefent 

occdjions. 

Whether  then  thefe  few  andinodeit  Animadver- 
fiotiS  of  the  Vindicator  may  not  be  conftrued  to
